Australia Turns Down Social 
‘Credit Most Decisively 


election are now demanding the 
proofs. It is for these readers 
that I have written this letter. 

The time is opportune because 
the Commonwealth of Australia 
has recently completed the most 
exhaustive examination yet made 
into the plan, The investigation 
was by a commission composed 
of the best brains of Australia. 
The probe was deep and detailed 
and nothing was omitted or taken 
for granted. The finding was 
that the Douglas plan was a de- 
ception based on an economic 
fallacy. 

Demands Close Attention 

I invite readers to follow the 
argument closely because it de- 
mands close attention, although 
neither intricate nor involved, 
Major Douglas bases his entire 
theory on the assertion that there 
is always a shortage of purchas- 
ing power—that is, that there is 
not enough money to buy goods, 
—-and while that condition con- 
tinues (and according to his ar- 


gument it must always continue) 
there must be depression, over- 
production, under-consumption 
poverty and misery. 

The reason for the shortage of 
purchasing power, according to 
Major Douglas, ig because in 
every transaction only a portion 
of the total amount involved is 
returned to general circulation 
and the remainder is withdrawn 
from circulation and never re- 
turns to the stream of commerce. 

Major Douglas explains 
that in every transaction 
there are two kinds of pay- 
ments, which as are follows: 

A. .Payments, which include 
wages, salaries and_ profits. 
These are paid to individuals 
and return to general circulation. 

R. Payments, which include the 
price of raw material, bank ex- 
penses and other external costs. 
These do not return to general 
circulation.

LARGE CABBAGE GROWN 


When Mrs. Fred Butcher starts 
in to grow cabbages, she uses no 
half measures. Last week she 
brought a cabbage to the Western 
Globe office which weighed 
(believe it or not) 14 pounds. 

It is a fine specimen of Copen- 
hagen cabbage, as firm as rock. 
Mrs. Butcher stated that about 
800 cabbages were grown on the 
Butcher farm, 6 miles northwest 
of Lacombe, and although there 
are none as heavy as the one 
she brought in to Lacombe, they 
were of a very good average 
weight.

Three resolutions, in all; were 
passed. The main one demanded 
the resignation of the govern- 
ment, charging that the present 
administration had “abdicated all 
responsible government and the 
authority of the Legislature.” 
The two lesser resolutions urged 
united action in the present gov- 
ernmental crisis here and com- 
mended the Federal government 
for disallowing recent banking 
legislation. 

Mr. McClure, in introducing the 
speakers, said the government’s 
record of two years was suffici- 
ent justification ‘for taking im- 
mediate steps to have it ousted. 
“Pursuit of the will-o-the-wisp 
theory of Social Credit has 
brought the people of this Prov- 
ince into derision of the whole 
world,” he claimed. “Mr. Aber- 
hart must be told that we. will 
not tolerate his or his followers 
preaching of sedition and seces- 
sion. We must be free to use the 
courts of this Province as they 
have stood as the bulwark for 
the common people,” he stated. 

Refers to High Taxation 

D. M. Duggan, the first speak- 
er, referring to taxation during 
the Social Credit regime, said that 
Albertans are now asked for 
$#5,250,000 more than during the 
preceding two years.

UNIFORM PRICES FOR 
PETROLEUM PRODUCTS 


A recently prepared price 
index, compiled from govern- 
ment data, shows that petroleum 
products, in relation to other 
commodity price indices from 
September, 1933, kept more uni- 
form than any of them. From 
this date until January 9th, 1936, 
crude oil prices had been estab- 
lished on a basis that remained 
| unchanged. 

The index ilustrates 
uniformity of price level, oil 
;products made a_ substantially 
'better showing than hides and 
leather, building materials, tex- 
tiles, foods, or farm products. It 
shows also that prices for. oil 
products, compared with their 
1926 level, remained relatively 
lower than for all other commodi- 
ties. 

Government authorities in oil 
producing areas, and not the oil 
companies, determine regularly 
how much oil shall be taken 
from the ground to meet current 
demand. In the United States the 
Federal government has a hand 


that, in 


init, too. Oil producers may 
appear before these agencies and 
state their case for increasing 


the amount of their production. 
It may be granted and it may 
not. State regulatory commis- 
sions therefore translate into 
public policy the technical knowl- 
edge of the oil industry. 

Limited in this way, there 
have been times when there was 
not enough surplus crude oil for 
ithe refineries. For some months 
preceding the 1936 price raise, 
some refineries had actually been 
paying premiums over the price 
jpaeten by leading buyers of crude 
oil.

for the opening of Alberta's 
fourth session of the Legisla- 
ture since the Social Credit 
government came into. office a 
little more than two jears ago. 

Speculation as to the. legisla- 
tion to be introduced by the gov- 
ernment is lively and several ex- 
travagant guesses are héard in 
various quarters, but the only re- 
liable sources from which | any 
information can be gleaned indi- 
cate that the House will be asked 
to pass banking legislation that 
will replace the acts disallowed 
by the Dominion in August. 

The character of this legisla- 
tion is fairly well known from 
hints that have been dropped in 
public speeches: by such Social 
Credit spokesmen as Glen Mac- 
Lachlan, chairman of the Social 
Credit Board, and Solon E. Low, 
Provincial Treasurer, as well as 
by veiled statements by Premier 
Aberhart Himself, 

Similar To Acts Disallowed 

The government is planning to 
introdace banking legislation 
similar in some minor details to 
the laws disallowed, but it is in- 
dicated it will be more severe in 
some details within the power of 
the Province to enact. Licenses 
for banks are likely to be raised 
‘to a high figure and, if a recent 
statement by Hon. Solon E,. Low 
is to be taken. seriously, the busi- 
ness of banking is to be .made as 
“miserable as possible” for the 
bankers. 

Some measure of licensing for 
newspapers, with the accompany- 
ing control over the publishing 
of news and views of a critical 
nature against the government, 
is also contemplated, but just 
how far the government is pre- 
pared to go in this direction is 
not known yet. There is some 
doubt regarding the measure of 
support that will be given such 
legislation by members of the 
Social Credit party in the rank 
and file. 

Pet Plan of Premier 

Licensing of newspapers has 
been a pet plan of Premier 

’ Aberhart ever since he had to 


face the barrage of criticism 
against his economic theories on 
assuming office. It is very well 
known now that when proposals 
to license the press were brought 
before the caucus in the Spring 
session bf the Legislature this 
year, there was strong opposition 
among Social Credit members to 
such a plan. 

Since then, however, the rank 
and file of Social Credit mem- 
bers of the Legislature have been 
roped into obedience and_ sub- 
mission by pledges demanded by 
Major C. Hy Douglas’ represen- 
tative, the political expert, G. F. 
Powell, and it is doubtful 
whether the element that formed 
the government insurrection in 
the Spring are now of sufficient 
courage to again tackle Premier 
Aberhart’s pet plans, even in the 
privacy of the party caucus. 

There is said to be a strong 
feeling among some Social Credit 
members, however, that the gov- 
ernment is on the wrong tack and 
that its steam-roller methods of 
arousing the opposition to hot 
activity by definite progress 
toward dictatorship and rough 
riding over the ideals of British 
fair play and freedom of speech 
and opinions are fanning a fire 
of opposition to flames that will 
eventually sweep the Aberhart 
faction out of office. , 

Some Social Credit members, a 
few in number, are said to re- 
sent the situation into which 
they have been led by Major 
Douglas’ experts under pledged 
silence, and are now ready to 
reject their pledge to accept 
everything put before them 
without criticism. 

To Last Four or Five Days 

The special session of the 
Legislature, which opens Sept. 
24, is not likely to last more than 


about four or five days. There is 
a strong feeling that when it is 
over distinct»evidence that plans 
have been on foot for a general 
election soon: will be demon- 
strated. Everything points to an 
election, observers consider. 


In some quarters it is declared 
that what will happen is that 
the government will again at- 
tempt to put ultra vires banking 
legislation on the statute books. 
It will be of such a nature that 
the same fate will overtake it as 
ended the last banking laws. The 
Ottawa government will feel it 
its duty to disallow it. Then 
with fresh material for a cry of 


the people against the banks in 
his hands, Premier Aberhart will 
go to the electors and ask to be 


sent back to Edmonton with a 
renewed mandate to defy the Do- 
minion and drive his steam

The Dominion » $22,771,000 
The Provinces ~~ 13,268,000 
Municipalities -— 38,262,000 

This makes the sum I gave you in 
starting this broadcast — a total of 
$74,301,000, which we have paid in 
taxes in ten years.. The banks do 
not complain of fair taxation; they 
expect to bear their due proportion of 
the expense of running a Municipal- 
ity, a Province or the Dominion but, 
because so many people have been led 
to believe that the banks are not 
taxed at all, we are telling you of the 
taxes that we do pay. 

Take the case of Alberta alone. 
This year the Province imposed upon 
us a new and additional tax of one- 
tenth of one per cent of our paid-up 
capital. It amounts to $141,000 this 
year. Last year we paid to the Al- 
berta Government total taxes of 
$81,150. This averaged out at $390 
per branch. From paying $81,150, 
in 1936, our Alberta tax in 1987 has 
been boosted to a grand total of about 
$222,000, or nearly three times what 
it was before. 

We have told you the story of Pro- 
vincial taxes. Now we turn for 
a moment to Municipal taxes. In 1936 
the total of taxes we paid to Alberta 
Municipalities amounted to $258,600. 

Our total of Municipal taxes in 
Alberta average out at $1,219 per 
branch. 

Let me repeat — the taxes paid by 
the banks in 1936 to the Province of 


Alberta alone averaged out at $390’ 


per branch. In 1987 they had risen 
to an average of $1,115 per branch. 
And let me further repeat that the 
Alberta municipal taxes paid by the 
banks last year amounted to $1,219 
per branch. At this rate we are now 
paying a total of $2,334 per branch 
in Provincia) and Municipal taxes 
combined, quite regardless of the 
heavy Dominion taxes we bear. The 
Provincial and Municipal taxes com- 
bined, which are paid by the banks 
in Alberta, now reach the grand total 
of $475,600 per year. 

And yet, to hear some folks speak, 
you'd never know that the banks are 
taxed at all! 


Do you know that very few of the 
bank branches in Alberta are mak- 
ing any profit? We are now going to 
tell you something that has. never 
been revealed to the public before — 
we are letting you in on a secret. 

Now if you are ready again with 
your pencil and paper we will give 
you the actual figures for 1985, the 
most recent year for which complete 

are available. There were 
then 221 branch banks in Alberta: 

Only 41 of them made any profit. 

Seven of the 41 made not more 
than $800 in: that year. 

. And 180 were operated at a loss. 

You can figure out for yourselves 
what effect $141,000 in new. and add- 
ed taxes has had on that picture. 

With all this newly-revealed infor- 
mation I have given you the picture

You may ask — “Then why do the 


banks continue to operate in Alber- 
ta?”

We feel sure that the 
period of hardship and drought. will 
pass. The West has had a terrible 
struggle during the last seven or 
eight years. I remember the time, 
and many listeners must remember 
it too, when this Western country 
produced an export wheat crop of 
three to. five hundred million bushels 
a@ year, when prices were high and 
marketing conditions were good. For 
ears the West had, roughly speak- 
ng, from Three to Five Hundred 
Million Dollars in new money coming 
back into Ae yy Bs npoth from the mar- 
Marne: 0 newly produced 
Thee f through fear of war 
and other conditions, the countries 
in Europe started restricting ee 
wheat imports and growi 
own. World markets ps hsoen 
Canada’s banks did not do it; renee in 


~ Europe had much to do with “it. And 


after that came the succession of 
heart-breaking dry seasons that our 
farmers have endured. You and I 
know what that has meant to 
Alberta. It has meant that for about 
seven years in the Great Central 
Plain of this Province and for almost 
ten years in the South, farmers have 
had either no crops or poor markets, 
which in any case result in the same 
thing — little or no money. 

Canada’s Chartered Banks had no 
more to do with the collapse of the 
markets in Europe than they had 
with bringing on the drought. 

The real basis of hardship in this 
Province, as in the other Western 
Provinces, is that this great annual 
crop of new money has not been com- 
ing in. 

If Canada’s banks, by any miracle 
of lending, could have made it come 
in you can be sure we would have 
done so; for it is by lending that we 
live. That is our business. The 
banks are a part of your community. 
While you suffer we cannot prosper. 

1 have shown you how few branch 
banks in Alberta make profit 
and how many are losing and, on top 


of these losses, as | have shown you, 
we have an increased tax burden to 


carry. 

Alberta audiences are intelligent— 
they are alive to questions of econ- 
omics. Remember our responsibility 
to safeguard the funds of depositors. 
When we are losing money, if costs 
are increased steep advance in 
taxes, what then? The alternative is 
either to pass on to our customers 
these added costs or steadily close 
out losing Sranehes to.a point where 
ag can be made to meet. Either 

is a hardship to our customers 
an an inconvenience to their com- 
munities. ’ 

Now we turn to the matter of earn- 
ings. It is a popular misapprehen- 
sion that because we pay one and 
one-half per cent on savings deposits 
and because, on the other hand, the 
highest interest rate we can- 
by law is seven per cent, 


difference between the one and Pog 


half per cent and the seven per cent 
is all “velvet” — all profit. Let me 
point out to you why it is not so. 

We have costs: 

I am sure that all of my hearers 
are aware that no business can be 
carried on without costs. We pay 
wages. In the Province of Alberta 
alone during the. past aoe we paid 
$2,015,000 in wages to employees. 
We pay rent on premises. We spend 
money for stationery, printing and 
ort We .buy water, fuel and 
ight. We bay the enormous a 
that I have spoken to you about. 
contribute heavily to pension fan 
and to. group doy Mane for em- 
ployees. Depreciation on bank build- 
ings takes a large sum each year. 


We have also to set aside a substan- 


tial amount each year as a reserve 
for bad debts. 

In addition to our costs there are 
distinct restrictions on bank earn- 
ings. Only a relatively smal] pro- 
portion of our loans earns the legal 
maximum of seven per cent. ° Let 
me tell you about these restricted 
earnings. 

Banks must keep themselves in such 
a position that anybody going to the 
bank to withdraw his savings can get 
his money. We are required by sta- 
tute to deposit with the Bank of 
Canada, earning nothing at all, a 
certain percentage of our depositors’ 
funds. In addition it is necessary to 
keep in short-term investments a 
further amount upon which the yield 
is low. Why is this yield low? Be- 
cause the bonds in which these funds 
are placed will mature at short date. 
Cash reserves of other companies as 
well as those of Chartered Banks are 
looking for this sort of investment— 
the which can, of cou most 
readily be turned back into cash. The 
demand for this type of investment 
is great and the supply none too 
plentiful; therefore, the price is high 
—which is another way of saying 
that the earning—the yield—is low. 

The costs of doing business, 
coupled with restrictions in earnings, 
eat up most of the difference between 
the one and one-half per cent we pay 
and the seven per cent which it is 
wrongly supposed we earn on all our 
loans. 


Let us take a little instance of the 
earnings on a loan. Let us say a 
farmer borrows Si9p ye ade ex- 
pecting to e say a 
six months’ ion. If the in- 
terest is seven per cent the 
amount of rent on this money to

the bank is $3.60 — in other words 
the farmer has used $100 for six 
months at a renta! of $3.50; but what 
does the bank receive net? Not $3.50, 
but a matter of cents only. We have 
taken a six months’ transaction for 
‘illustration. The rate of profit is no 
greater if the loan runs longer. Why? 
Because the costs we mention are 
running on all the time, too. 

Last year’s net earnings of the 
Chartered Banks on all of their busi- 
ness eyerywhere amounted to’ only 
one-half of one per cent on total 
assets and in previous years approx- 
imately the same. What commercial 
business or enterprise gets along on 
so Narrow a margin? 

You often hear it said that we pay 
big dividends and our own published 
annual statements are often used 
against us as seeming proof Do you 
know that for every dollar of divid- 
ends paid the banks pay ninety cents 
“in taxes? 

The fact is that while by law $100 
is the par value of bank stock the av- 
erage price at which the banks have 
sold their shares is $163, of which 
$100 has gone to Capital Account 
and $63 to Reserve. In addition, 
during Rap scores of years the Char- 


tered Banks have been in business, , 


earnings of $29 per share — instead 
of being paid out in dividends to 
shareholders—have been transferred 
to Reserve to add to the protection of 
bank depositors. 

The total of a shareholder’s invest- 
ment is, therefore, on the average 
$192 per share. So an $8 dividend 
,.per share is a payment of only just 

“over four per cent on the money in- 
“vested. 


Now we have dealt with taxes, 
earnings, costs and dividends. We 
have shown that banks operate upon 
a much smaller margin of profit than 
other lines of business. ‘ 

We want to bring it home that the 
branch bank is a part of the com- 
munity — that is true in the strong- 
est sense. Besides giving a valuable 
service, banks maintain offices and 
staffs in scores of Alberta communi- 
ties. They give opportunity of em- 
ployment and a start in life to young 
people who take an active part in 
community affairs. 

As a customer of public utilities, 
your loca] bank buys water, light, 
gas, power and fuel. It pays local 
taxes which go to the support of 
schools and hospitals and municipal 
institutions. It is on the job the year 
around, sharing your problems and 
taking its place as a good citizen, 

And let me say that apart from 
their share of Dominion Government 
taxes — apart from any reserve for 
bad accounts, the Alberta Branches 
of Canada’s Chartered Banks spent 
last year in taxes — Provincial and 
Municipa! — in such things as wages, 
goods and other services, the huge 
sum of $8,000,139 to carry on busi- 
ness in Alberta. That was purchas- 
ing power for Alberta — and that 
money was not created out of 
nothing. 

I hope | have made it clear that we 
have carried on these services 
throughout the long, lean years, at a 
loss so far as our operations in the 
Province of Alberta are concerned. 
Canada’s Chartered Banks have faith 
in the future of Alberta and confi- 
dence in the fair judgment of its

Let us take an example and 
work it out for ourselves, The 


line, 24 pieces, $1.50, — Lacombe 


und buys a loaf of bread, paying 
eight cents for it. Acording to 
Douglas, a portion, say two. cents, 
of the eight will be an A. pay- 
ment, going to the shopkeeper 
for his part in «the transaction. 
That sum will then go into gen- 
eral circulation” but the remain- 
der, which is the actual bread, 
is the shopkeeper’s raw material 
and is withdrawn from circula- 
tion. That explains why there is 
a shortage in purchasing power. 

But the calculation is not com- 
plete at that point. The shop- 
keeper had previously bought the 
bread from the .baker, paying 
six cents for. the loaf—two. cents, 
let us say, as an A. payment to 
the baker for his labor in mak- 
ing the bread, which went direct- 
ly into circulation, leaving a bal- 
ance of four ¢cehts for the pay- 
ments of raw material, which 
would be flour and other ingredi- 
ents ,and would be withheld 
from circulation. Now we have 
not two cents of A. payments but 
four cents, and,only four cents 
as B. payments withdrawn from 
circulation. 

The transaction is not complete 
eyen now. The baker bought the 
flour from the miller, paying 
four cents for it, two cents being 
A. payments to the miller for his 
work of making the flour and the 
balance of two cents for raw 
material, which would be the 
wheat. Now we have not four 
cents of A. payments but six 
cents of A. payments—and only 
two cents for the B. payments. 

Still the transaction is not com- 
plete, for the Hiller bought the 
wheat from thé farmer, paying 
him two cents for it, which is 
entirely an A. payment. Accord- 
ingly we have in a transaction 
involving the eight cents, every 
cent accounted for as an A. pay- 
ment and returning to general 
circulation and not a cent with- 
held. 


No Permanent Shortage 

That is typical of every pos- 
sible transaction. There is no such 
thing as a géneral permanent 
shortage of purchasing power, 
the Australian Commission re- 
ported. Certain individuals may 
be short of money all the time 
and an entire community may be 
short ‘of money for certain rea- 
sons at certain times. Without 
doubt there is a shortage of pur- 
chasing power jn Alberta—a de- 
pressing and -alarming shortage 
-—due to the flight of capital from 
the province and an embargo of 
capital which otherwise might 
come into the province, because 
of the policies of the present ad- 
ministration. 


The only effect a proposed 
dividend would have, the com- 
missioners find, would be to cre- 
ate a dangerous inflation such as’ 
ereated disaster in Germany, Aus- 
tria and other European coun- 
tries. 

Upon such an economic fallacy 
the entire Douglas theory col- 
lapses. This is precisely the same 
as the finding of the MacMillan 
committee in Britain and of 
every other commission of inves- 
tigation which has made an in- 
quiry into the Douglas plan. It 
is a delusion based on an eco- 
nomic fallacy.
